STOCKHOLM, Sweden (ZP) 
a high official of Sweden’s 
Atomic Eenergy Commission 
has been arrested on charges 
of spy ing for Russia.

Another Round 
The 
disclosure 
added 
another 
round to the stormy ex change of 
spy charges and countercharges 
between Russia and Sweden since 
World War IL Last month Swed­ 
en delivered a formal protest to 
the Kremlin against Soviet espio­ 
nage in this traditionally neutral 
country . That protest was coupled 
with rejection of a Soviet com­ 
plaint that 14 spies for Sweden 
had been arrested and sentenced 
in Russia. 
Unofficial reports described the 
Damstedt case ss the most seri­ 
ous in the long chain since World 
War II. It was learned, however, 
that as assistant secretary , Dam­ 
stedt performed mainly adminis­ 
trative functions and that he was 
a legal ex pert rather than a nu­ 
clear phy sicist. 
I rge Manufacturer 
News of the arrest came at a 
time when Sweden military lead­ 
ers are publicly urging the gov­ 
ernment to begin manufacturing 
Swedish tarUcal atomic weapons 
or buy them from the West. 
Sweden is in the forefront of 
small nations in the atomic en­ 
ergy field. Top nuclear phy sicists 
here claim the country has* both 
the scientific arid technical knowl­ 
edge as well as the economic re­ 
sources to make her owm atomic 
weapons. 
Sweden is also engaged in ex ­ 
periments on harnessing thermo­ 
nuclear h y dr og e n energy for 
peaceful purposes. 
Sweden's atomic energy com­ 
mission is the supreme organ of 
all Swedish atomic research and 
receives regular reports from ail 
Swedish universities and nuclear 
laboratories.

Earlier advices 
leaching Damascus pictured Hus­ 
sein as gaining steadily in a bold 
struggle to purge pro • Egy ptian 
leaders from Jordan 's army and 
political life. Sunday Hussein ex ­ 
iled the Jordan arm y 's pro-Egy p­ 
tian chief of staff. Despite this, 
the major elements of the Jordan 
arm y were apparently behind the 
king. 
Co nfirms Repo rt 
Bahjat Talhouni, chief of ttie 
roy al cabinet, confirmed that the 
new g o v e r n m e n t had been 
formed. 
Tension 
has 
gripped 
Jordan 
during the past few' day s of the 
crisis. But it was generally hoped 
now that the country will return 
to normal. 
The cabinet was top heavy with 
independents. 
Besides 
Khaliki, 
who is an independent, the new 
government will have five other 
independents and one national so* 
cialiet. 
Appointment of Nabulsi w'as ap­ 
parently with the support of th* 
strong 
national 
socialist 
party , 
w'hich controls 13 seats in parlia­ 
ment. 
Other M em ber* 
Other members of the cabinet 
ate former premiers Said Mufti 
and Fawzi Mulki; Suleiman Silk- 
kar, former leader of the Jordan ­ 
ian senate; Dr. Amin Madjaj and 
Majid Abdulhadi. 
Khalidi’s success at forming a 
government came as a surprise. 
Earlier reports said 
Mufti was 
still try ing to set up a cabinet. 
Hussein emerged from the crisis 
with a greater stature than ever. 
Khalidi is a Palestine refugee. This 
is 
important 
since * Palestinians 
form mote than a third of the 
population. 
The Eisenhower Dot trine for the 
Middle East actually set off the 
crisis. Then it developed into a 
struggle for power between ex ­ 
tremists and moderates.

To Replace Sick Organ

CHICAGO (ZP)-—A scientist fore se e s the day when y o u 
might have a little substitute glass-and-rubber heart placed 
permanently inside y our chest. 
It would replace y our own sick heart which threatened 
death. 
Or y ou might get a substitute kidney , sewed inside y our 
abdomen, to rescue failing | 
kidney s. 
These 
substitute 
organs 
might have to be plugged into 
an electric socket to work, 
but they would keep y ou alive. 
Research on 
such 
projects is 
beginning and the general princi­ 
ples make them look feasible, say s 
Dr. Peter F. Salisbury of Cedars 
of Lebanon Hospital, Los Angeles. 
He took this look ahead in tak­ 
ing office Sunday night as presi­ 
dent of the American Society for 
Artificial Internal Organs, a three- 
y ear-old society of some IOO sci­ 
entists and doctors.

The United States is ex hibiting consider­ 
able patience as it looks for signs from Pres­ 
ident Nasser of Egy pt that he is willing to 
negotiate a satisfactory Suez Canel settle­ 
ment.

M any correspondents write for a discussion of 
the menopause or change of life. 
They ask a great variety of questions ab out it, 
b ut p erhap s the most common deal with old wives’ 
tales and unnecessary fears which seem always 
with us. 


Actually, there are too many misconceptions and 
false ideas ab out the menopause to mention all of 
them. It should b e emphasized that this is entirely 
a normal phenomenon; that it usually, b ut not al­ 
ways, b egins around the age of 45 and takes several 
years b efore adjustm ents have b een completed. 


Most women p ass through the menopause with­ 
out expericencing either physical or mental disturb ­ 
ances of any serious kind. 


The menopause is more than the ending of one 
physiological function. Actually it rep resents the 
developments of a new' b alance b etween the various 
internal glands which is caused b y gradual slowing 
down of the ovaries. 


The most ob vious reflection of these changes is 
the cessation of the menses and the ending of the 
reproductive processes. Neither of these produce 
any concern in the great m ajority of women. N ature 
has provided these changes for reasons which seem 
desirab le b oth for the individual woman and for 
mankind as a whole.
